Hogs running about are a nui¬ 
sance, and one of the least pleasant 
sights to' greet the eye of a visitor 
is that of a family of pigs meander¬ 
ing through the streets. 

We understand that if the owners 
who are responsible, do not recog¬ 
nize the fact that they are overstep- 
ing the bounds, council will make 
a definite statement regarding the 
matter.

PRESIDENT WILSON’S RECORD 

When President Wilson was elec¬ 
ted there were many who wonder¬ 
ed how he would carry the respon¬ 
sibility of office. r A scholarly oc¬ 
cupant of the Presidential chair 
was something jof an innovation, 
and yet the choice of Mr. Wilson 
had, in a sense been thrust upon 
the electorate. They were weary 
of the inactivity of Mr. Taft, and 
the Rooseveltian manner was pal¬ 
ling. Clearly something had to be 
done in the interests of the Repub-, 
lie, and neither Taft nor Roose¬ 
velt were the men to do it. Mr. 
Taft’s administration had been 
marked by two collossal failures, 
The Treaty of Arbitration, and the 
movement for Reciprocity with 
Canada. Mr. Roosevelt had talked 
but he had done little else. His 
hunting expeditions had grown 
stale, and some Americans wanted 
to forget the-time when he endeav¬ 
ored to teach his grandmother to 
suck eggs by lecturing England on 
Egyptian affairs. The electorate 
desired someone who would act, 
and in their choice of President 
Wilson they succeeded beyond ex¬ 
pectations. Within a few months 
Mr. Wilson has achieved the first 
really considerable measure in the 
long and hitherto unsuccessful 
struggle between the consumer and 
the Trusts, a feat which iu itself 
would mark his presidency as mem¬ 
orable. Another act of his was, the 
quiet reversal of the proposal to 
exempt American vessels from the 
Panama tolls. In that act there 
appeared the man himself, demon¬ 
strating the essence of fair play in 
face of opposition from various in¬ 
terests whose motives were actuat¬ 
ed from detires perspnal rather than 
for the honor of the Republic. 

Diiring the past few weeks the 
world has been watching the Mexi¬ 
can situation, for in that, Mr. Wil¬ 
son is facing the most delicate of 
situations which have confronted 
him. And yet no one has any 
fear as to the ultimate outcome, for 
the president has the confidence of 
all men, and difficult though the 
problem may be, there is no alarm 
shown while it rests in the hands , 
of one whose past achievements ] 
have shown him to be a man of j 
fairplay and honor. 

LLOYD GEORGE’S LAND POLICY 

The ”Nation,” an English re¬ 
view, publishes in a recent number 
an outline of the great announce¬ 
ment made by Mr. Lloyd George, 
chancellor of the exchequer, in his 
brilliant speech dealing with the 
land question. The speech showed 
full grasp of the subject, and was 
a most open challenge to the least 
defensible of all our (the English) 
vested interests that modern’states¬ 
manship has ever delivered. 

The salient points of the speech 
are:— 

1. The Board of Agriculture to 
be merged in a-new ministry of 
lands, adequately and competently 
staffed by the valuation officials, 
which is to exercise wide powers 
of conciliation, supervision and 
control, and will deal with settled 
land, land transfers, the acquisition 
of land for public purposes (on val¬ 
uation terms), afforestation, and 
disputes between landlord and ten¬ 
ant on culture, security and evic¬ 
tion. Incidentally, it will enable 
the landlord to disencumber his 
estates. 

2. The Ministry of Lands will act 
judiciously through a land commis¬ 
sion, which will clinch the concili¬ 
atory work of the department, by 
establishing fair rents for small 
holders, checking eviction for so¬ 
cial or frivolous causes (not for bad 
farming), fixing compensation for 
improvements and for unreasonable 
or oppressive disturbance, setting 
up minimum wage rates for labor¬ 
ers, and in eases where the fanners’ 
rent is excessive, calling for an 
abatement. Practically the smaller 
British fanner at least, is to be dow¬ 
ered by state action with the three 
F’s. A distinction, however, is 
made between the larger and the 
smaller holder. The latter can 
appeal to the commissioners to pro¬ 
tect him against the actual rental 
or an increase in it, the former 
against an increase only. 

3. The game nuisance to be 
dealt with by an enforcement and 
enlargement of the Winged and 
Ground Game Acts, backed by se¬ 


curity of tenure. 

4. A national scheme of housing 
at economic but not extravagant 
rents to be set on foot by state 
credit. The spots where new cot¬ 
tages are most wanted to be thor¬ 
oughly explored, and one hundred 
and twenty thousand new homes to 
be built. ^* 

AN ADMISSION 

Dr. Keshava Deva Shastri, of 
Benares, India, who has been ad¬ 
dressing the National Purity Con¬ 
gress, in Minneapolis, has been 
treading on the corns of many of 
the delegates through what he said 
in an interview with a local paper. 
At ( §rst it was decided to strike his 
name from the programme, but 
this was rescinded at a later 
meeting. 

It appears what the doctor skid 
to his interviewer, was to the effect 
that if Americans only knew how 
much money was being spent in 
Indian mission work, and the little 
good that was being accomplished, 
they would stop contributing at 
once; Christianity has gained 
practically Ino headway in India; j 
there is little prospect that the 
Hindus, in any great number, will’ 
ever be converted, and that with 
regard to the lower class Hindus, 
the missionary system was one Of 
bartering material aid for converts. 

It is peculiar how the delegates 
came to construe these sayings into 
an attack on Christianity. We can 
quite imagine that the zeal for “the 
work” would impel them to en¬ 
deavor to hide these speeches, as 
they reflect no credit on the organ¬ 
izations for evangelization. Inci¬ 
dentally there mast be something 
in them, or otherwise they might 
have been vigorously refuted. - But 
Dr. Shastri’s admissions come like 
the little chilling douches of cold 
water on comfortably warm con¬ 
victions. The impersonal interest 
which the outsider takes in the 
heathen amounts to the assurance 
that all is well, money is being 
spent and some good must result; 
but it is questionable after all, 
whether he is in receipt of actual 
facts in regard to things as they 
actually are, or whether his interest 
in the matter is being kept alive by 
airy and vague statements of an 
a /i7eriisihg nature. 

Candidly we do not believe that 
missions accomplish quite so much 
as we are asked to believe they do, 
and that the celebrations and pho¬ 
tographs over one sinner who re- 
penteth ought to be held over until 
the remaining ninety and nine are 
enrolled. 

THE WOMEN’S INSTITUTE 

In our report on the local branch 
of the Women's Institute in our 
last week’s issue, we drew atten¬ 
tion to the fact that more enthusi¬ 
asm among the ladies of the dis¬ 
trict was required if the Institute 
was to fulfil its purpose and accom¬ 
plish the ends for which it was 
commenced. 

In a country of this description, 
where social interconrse depends 
on personal and individual effort, 
and people have to get about and 
do things for themselves, it would 
appear that such an organization 
would be of first rate importance in 
a small community. ’And yet it 
is a regrettable fact that in many 
instances, the Institutes are kept 
alive, not by the concerted action 
of the many, but by the continual 
work of the few, who realizing the 
good of such institutions, labor 
assiduously with the hope that in 
the end, some appreciation for 
the institution may be shown by 
the ^outsiders. This is not as it 
should be, and every person eligible 
who is in sympathy with the ad¬ 
vancement in conditions appertain¬ 
ing to the home life of the farm, 
ought to associate themselves with 
the movement. As to whether the 
present workers are sowing to the 
wind, or casting their bread upon 
the waters remains to be seen, but 
it is to be hoped that others will 
take an interest in the matter. 

The object of the institute is the 
consideration and simplifying of all 
matters pertaining to the home, 
and consequent achievement of bet¬ 
ter home conditions, and the in¬ 
crease of the general fund of com¬ 
fort, health and efficiency. As the 
institutes are strictly non-sectarian 
and non-partizan, and as their ob¬ 
ject is one which must immediately 
enlist the sympathies of every think¬ 
ing woman, they will have a 
very broad scope. Everyone who 
becomes a member may look for¬ 
ward, not only to being assisted, 
but also to the privilege of contri¬ 
buting something to the help of 
others. ____________

“All drilling for gas or oil in Al¬ 
berta will be a matter of chance 
until a thorough geological survey 
of tbe underlying strata has been 
made,” says Professor John Allan, 
professor of Geology in the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. Dr. Allan, last 
week, visited some of the wells 
being drilled in the neighborhood 
of Athabasca Landing. He found 
that in many cases no record what¬ 
ever is kept of the materials en¬ 
countered in the holes'sunk. In 
this way much valuable informa¬ 
tion which might be gathered is 
is neglected, Professor Allan sug¬ 
gests that if a record of tbe findings 
of each well were kept and forward¬ 
ed to the Department of Geology of 
the University of Alberta very soon 
there would be available valuable 
information for those who think of 
undertaking drilling operations.

MAN OF "NEW COMMISSION. 


Some interesting particulars of the 
new trunk railway, the construction 
of which will form one of the most 
Important features of Sir Frederick 
J ugard’s administration of Federated 
Nigeria are given by Reuter's 
Agency.' * * 

The chance discovery of Port Har- 
eourt, the coast terminus of the line, 
by Lieut. Hughes, R.N.R., the com¬ 
mander of the Government yacht Ivy, 
was made under dramatic clrcum- 
stances, and the fact that the project¬ 
ed railway will cut through the very 
heart of the mysterious and almost 
unknown centres of the strongest 
hrm. of Juju and fetish worship 
should provide Incidents which, as 
construction advances, will prove not 
less exciting than those which attend¬ 
ed the building of the Uganda Rail¬ 
way. 

The whole line, which will be 550 
miles in length, of the standard Afri¬ 
can gauge, is estimated to coat £3,- 
000,000, and to occupy four or five 
years la construction. 

For years past attention has been 
directed to the necessity for opening 
up a part of Africa Which Is not only 
the most thickly populated region on 
tho continent, bat also Includes the 
richest palm oil belt in the world, and 
after the discovery of a coal-field at 
Udl extending for over a thousand 
square miles and yielding coal show-; 
Ing 75 per cent, of the value of the 
best Welsh coal, the question of a 
railway became more pressing. 

Recently LleuL- Hughes found a 
hitherto uncharted creek which to the 
surprise of all showed a depth of 60 
feet of water along-slde a precipi¬ 
tous cliff 45 feet high, a condition of 
things unknown anywhere between 
Sierra Leone and the Congo. 

On this discovery being reported, 
the governor. In March last, commis¬ 
sioned the Director of Railways and 
the Director of Marine to Investigate 
the matter, and as a result It was 
established that the newly-discovered 
creek, though not shown on any 
map, is really the mat 'channel of 
the Bonny River. 

A remarkable serlet of cliffs ex¬ 
tending for three-quarters of a mile 
and averaging 45 feet above high 
water waa discovered among the 
swamps. Opposite these cliffs sound¬ 
ings showed a Cepth of 70 feet of 
water. Armed with machetes, the 
Director of Railways, the Director of 
Marine, and the commander of the 
Ivy landed, and by means of a rope 
ascended the -Jiffs and cut throujh a 
section of almost impenetrable 
growth twelve feet In height. 

Lieut. Htlghes then ascended a tree 
to view the country. Ar few people 
were met, and It was discovered that 
white man had been there before. 
Further investigation showed that 
the general conditions of the place 
were such as had never been hoped 
for on the West African coast, and 
the spot has been called Port Har- 
court and selected as the terminus of 
the railway. —

The thief's doings puzzled all Lon¬ 
don, and the only likely suggestion 
maje was that he was acting on a 
commission from some wealthy Am¬ 
erican souvenir hunter.

American criminal. In October, 
1865, a new governor, Mr. George 
Clifton, was appointed to Dartmoor 
prison in England, and on tbe very 
day that he arrived tbe governor’s 
house which stands on tbe right 
hand side of the prison gate, as you 
face It, caught fire. As Mr. Clifton 
drove up, tbe roof and attic were all 
ablaze. 

The chief warden had already col¬ 
lected a gang of about thirty trust¬ 
worthy men. and set them to work 
with buckets. There is a pond just 
across the road, and they formed a 
chain and passed the buckets like 
lightning. “No free men,” said an 
eye-witness, “could have worked 
harder, and as for those who were 
on the ladder they never flinched 
although showers of sparks were 
beating down upon them and burn¬ 
ing boles in their clothes. 

They worked so well that they got 
the flames under, but some were so 
exhausted that they bad to be helped 
back to their cells. 

Ore man named Newbrook faint¬ 
ed, and waa taken to tbe hospital. 
He was delirious that night and 
could not leave his bed for more 
than three weeks. 

“Again in February, 1895, the 
wash-house at Dartmoor prison 
caught fire, but thanks to the splen¬ 
did conduct of the prisoners”—as 
the governor wrote In Uls report— 
the flames were got under before 
serious damage was done. 

On March 10th, 1891, there Tell 
upon tbe south of England the worst 
blizzard of snow ever recorded. On 
tbe heights of Dartmoor the gale 
raged furiously for three days, the 
cold was terrible, tbe drifts were 
plied forty feet deep, and did not 
melt until the following June. 

On the 13th the sheep-began to 
die. .Two prisoners asked to see the 
governor, and volunteered to lead a 
party to rescue the poor creatures. 
Some forty convicts joined them, and 
armed with shovels cut their way 
through the huge drifts amid tbe 
stinging ice blast, and succeeded at 
great risk to themselves in rescuing 
nearly all the flock. 

Many a convict has risked his life 
In helping a warder attacked by 
some prisoner wbo has suddenly 
run amok. At Portland, some few 
years ago, wax a man whom we will 
call Thomson, wbo was noted and 
feared for his{ mad fits of rage. 

He had already got into trouble 
for throwing a bath plug at tbe 
governor, and for attempting to as¬ 
sault V warder with bis own baton. 
On fbe latter occasion'it took three 
warders to get him down.

In 
addition to the havoc which they 
bring about in the orchards, waapi 
also do great damage in the apiaries, 
and this season they have proved 
more destructive to bees than ever, 
The value, therefore, of.such ener¬ 
getic measures as these described can 
be realized when it Is understood 
that Messrs. Cbtvers are probably tbs 
largest bee farmers tn tbe country, 
the bees, Of course, being ^ept to fer¬ 
tilize tbe fruit trees in their exten¬ 
sive orchards.

Dairy Show held in Chioago the 
last week in Ootober, (be authori¬ 
ties bad gathered nine demonstra¬ 
tion oowt to prove for oue thing 
how easy it is to lose good money 
f«eding poor cows All f» ed w*s 
weighed, all the milk was weighed 
and tested, the results of each day 
were placarded in bold figures 
above each now. These two fur¬ 
nish the extremes for one day. A 
7 year old Jersey oousuming 21 
oeuts wor'h of feed produced only 
13 oenta worth of fat. This means 
that she incurred a loss of 8 oeuis 
for that day, that the feed coat of 
100 lbs of milk was S2 58, and that 
for every dollar's worth of feed 
given to her she yielded only 62 
oeuts wqrth of product. 

Close fo her was s 7 year old 
grade Guernsey that on the same 
day consumed only 26 oeuts of 
feed; but uotioe what she did with 
it. She produced t"wo-and-a qoar 
ter pounds of fat worth 79 oents. 
showing therefrom a profit of 53 
cents. Her ponud of fat cost under 
11 oeuts to produce, while every 
dollar's worth of feed gave three 
dollars' worth of produot. 

It has been demonstrated to 
Canadian farmers over a ml over 
again that similar conditions exist 
in each proviuce. Just as soou as 
the keepiug of dairy records be 
comes general, tbb profits from 
feeding cows may be expected to 
increase rapidly. Tbe Dairy Div¬ 
ision, Ottawa, gladly soppliekjree 
record forms and a herd record 
book; apply for them today, and 
make sure, by systematic record*, 
that each cow iu your herd makes 
a good-profit ou her year’s work. 

Good Stotiooery Pays

doubt, but how often be fails to 
learn this lesson himself.

Alberta Prize Butter 


Butter magufactured at the 
creameries of Markerville and In- 
nisfail, Alta., has this year secured 
first, second and third prizes at the 
Central Canada fair held at Ottawa. 
The ‘Trade Bulletin’ of Montreal, 
referring to the incident, says: 

We have often referred to the 
large number of cattle, more espe¬ 
cially milch cows, that have been 
purchased in this province and 
Ontario for shipment to Alberta 
and Saskatchewan during the past 
year or two, and we have also re¬ 
ferred to the new creameries that 
were springing up in both the above 
provinces as well as in Manitoba. 
This, no doubt, is one of the causes 
of demand for our Eastern cream¬ 
ery butter falling off. And now 
that Alberta butter manufactured 
by the Markerville and Innisfail 
creameries has carried off first, 
second and third prizes at the Can¬ 
ada Central exhibition, its full sig¬ 
nificance is understood; and the 
reason for consumers in the north¬ 
west orderinjTso much less of our 
choice Eastern township’s creamery 
is now accounted for. 

The twelve cars of butter shipped 
from here last week for Western 
Canada consisted chiefly of early 
made goods held here for owners’ 
account. But whether the United 
States will take the place of the 
North-West remains to be seen.” 


Squatters Numerous 

Alexander Nordquay, dominion 
land agent stationed in Edmonton, 
who has just returned from Fort 
MoMnrray, Alta , walking 80 miles 
of the distance oj the trail along 
the Athabasca river, reportB that 
squatters are numerous in the dis¬ 
trict. The newcomers were at¬ 
tracted to the district by the dis 
oovery of gas, oil and asphalt, and 
the ooming of the Alberta 6c Great 
Waterways railroad, to be built 
from Edmoctou to Fort McMurray 
under government guarantee. 
Coran Esmond, a business man of 
Edmonton, who recently -walked 
from Fort McMurray to Athabasca, 
250 miles, in ten days, accompanied 
by a husky pack dog, brought 
word that William Biggs, a pioneer 
saw mill operator, is taking a plan¬ 
ing outfit in the distnot. Fort 
MoMnrray today is one of the 
Hudson’s Bay company’s outposts, 
he said, but it will be an important 
community with the advent of the 
railroad.

Good Conditions Prevail 


About as good an indication as 
we can get to determine the con¬ 
dition of business in our district is 
that of the amount of stock, grain 
and produce shipped away. In 
going through statistics recently 
The Times reporter gleaned the 
following information which ' we 
believe will prove interesting to our 
readers at home and abroad. 

Since September -1st, oue hun¬ 
dred and fifty cars of grain were 
shipped to the east. These con¬ 
sisted of 272,500 bushels of barley, 
oats and wheajj. ' ^ - 

Stored in our grain elevators • at 
present are 37,202 bushels of wheat 
and 43,751 bushels of oats and bar¬ 
ley. It will thus be seen that very 
little grain has been shipped when 
one considers the enormous amount 
stored in farmers granaries through¬ 
out the country.
